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General Palestine 
Uprising Believed 
Set For September

BEIRUT—The belief that a gen- 
eral uprising is scheduled in Pales- 
tine for September is strikingly 
supported here by reports that 
armed men are pouring into the 
Holy Land across all boundries 
practically unchecked and _ that 
agents are recruiting villagers 
throughout the country and are 
fixing levies of men or cash in pro- 
portion to village populations. 

Similar activities are being car- 
ried on in Syria and Iraq. The As- 
sociation for the Defense of Pales- 
tine, with offices in Baghdad, is en- 
ergetically recruiting men and is 
undeterred by the _ authorities. 
Baghdad Moslem religious leaders, 
Hussein Khasha al Ghatta and 
Aalam Suga, have issued a call to 
Jehad, or holy war against Jews. 

Fawzi Bey el Kaukaji, who led 
the 1936 Arab rebellion, is re- 
ported negotiating for his return 
to Palestine to lead a youth army. 
He demands supreme command 
and that all funds be delivered to 
him instead of to the exiled Mufti 
of Jerusalem, Haj Amin al Hus- 
seini.

“Implacable Hatred” 
Voiced; Return Of 
Inquisition Sought

PAMPLONA, Spain.—The Span- 
ish Traditionalist Phalanx, official 
Insurgent party, this week demand- 
ed mass expulsion of Jews from 
Spain and revival of 15th century 
Spanish Inquisition in a manifesto 
which declared “implacable hatred” 
of the Jews on religious grounds. 

“Jews are the major enemies of 
the Church and the civilization of 
Rome. Communism is a Jewish 
creation,” the manifesto said. “That 
is why the Phalanx does not tol- 
erate political or eugenic decrees 
against the Jews, but only inquis-: 
iterial measures in the name of 
the laws of God and the grandeur 
of the Catholic State. Mass expul- 
sion—that was five centuries ago. 
Well before any other country 
Spain learned this healthy doc- 
trine and is not disposed to for- 
get it now that it is necessary to 
close its frontiers to every enemy.” 

“The statement declared: “The 
Phalanx will never admit a phil- 
osophical racism because we seek 
spiritual... supremacy and cannot 
place blood, a purely physical el- 
ement, above the spirit. Neither 
can the Phalanx admit biological 
racism. It judges man by his etern- 
al value, the source of his salvation 
or damnation. 

“We consider all men equal be- 
cause Jesus Christ spilled his blood 
for all. The Spaniard never held 
scruples against mixing his blood 
with that of natives in his domin- 
ions, nor against admitting them in- 
to universities, to places of outhir- 
ity, or into his social life. In our 
circles in America or the Philip- 
pines natives are today received 
under the single condition that they 
be of good morality. 

“But. it is precisely because we 
are not partisans of racism, be- 


cause we do not recognize the value ° 


of blood, but that of spirit, that 
we are fundamentally enemies of 
the Jews. To take the words of 
Jose Primo Rivera (Phalanx lead- 
er executed by the Loyalists), ‘For 
Spain, the Jewish problem will 
never be a problem of race, but 
an article of faith.’ ”

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Beaverbrook Papers 
Spread Bugaboo of 
A ‘Jewish Invasion

LONDON—The alleged menace 
of an “alien Jewish invasion’? was 
sensationally featured this week 
by the beaverbrook newspapers, 
using as a springboard Magistrate 
Metcalfe’s condemnation of the 
immigration from Germany as an 
“outrage,” voiced after he had 
sentenced three Jewish refugees 
to six-month prison terms for il- 
legally entering England. 

The Daily Express featured on 
its first page what it described as 
exclusive “revelations” of secret 
clearing houses in London’s East 
End to assist illegal immigrants. 
Implying the existence of an or- 
ganization to help such immi- 
grants, the paper asserted that 
the three persons sentenced last 
week were penniless when arrest- 
ed, yet they were later plentifully 
supplied with funds. The Even- 
ing Standard distributed posters 
throughout London which read, 
“Alien Jews Pouring In.” 

The liberal press was strongly 
critical of Melcalfe’s statement. 
The News Chronicle stated in an 
editorial: “It may be his duty 
under the law to hound homeless 
and helpless refugees, but he real- 
ly might try to do it with less 
obvious pleasure.’”’ The Laborite 
Daily Herald characterized the 
statement as “the kind of words 
which men do not commonly use 
except to express depth of feeling 
rather than temperate judgment.” 
The Star rebuked the Daily Ex- 
press, pointing out that Melcalfe’s 
statement pleased many but others 
“knowing the horrors in Germany 
impelling people to seek escape, 
are not quite happy about it.”

Goldman Assails 
Britain As Unfair

JERUSALEM—President Solo- 
mon Goldman of the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America told a press 
conference here this week that 
American Jewry generally feels 
that the British government “has 
not played and is not playing 
fair” with Palestine Jewry.

Rabbi Goldman, here on a sur- 
vey of the Palestine situation, 
said he would be “grievously dis- 
appointed” if a referendum in 
America did not show a great ma- 
jority in favor of proposed parti- 
tion of Palestine. 





‘Anti-Semitism Here,’ 
Liberal Weekly Says

NEW YORK—Growth of anti- 
Semitism in the United States, un- 
til it has become “as tangible as 
a heavy fog,’ is noted in an edi- 
torial in the current issue of The 
Nation, liberal weekly. 

The editorial, captioned ‘Anti- 
Semitism Is Here,” traces the rise 
of prejudice against the Jews in 
this country, declaring there has 
been a subtle change from the 
“considerable contempt” with 
which ‘“‘the excesses of the Old 
World” were until recently re- 
garded, and cites major indica- 
tions of the new trend. It finds 
race feeling on the increase, but 
declares “it has not emerged in 
over acts or new restrictions nor 
is it discussed in the press.”’ Jews 
are asserted to be seemingly “less 
aware” of the growing anti-Sem- 
itism than Gentiles,

Pointing out that the United 
States had pledged itself to use 
its full quota of 27,000 from 
Greater Germany, Mr. McDonald 
urged the delegates to return to 
their respective countries and to 
urge their governments “to en- 
rich themselves with the picked 
brains and intelligence of some of 
the finest people in the world.” 

Arab and Jewish delegates from 
Palestine expressed the mutual 
friendship of their peoples and 
held up the struggle for demo- 
cratic rights as a common meet- 
ing ground for the two races in 
a discussion of minority problems

Philippines es Haven 
For Refugees From 
Austria And Reich

MANILA, P. I.—American High 
Commissioner Paul V. McNutt has 
peen instructed by President Roos- 
evelt to admit to the Philippine 
Islands 200 Jewish families, total- 
ling 1,000 individuals, from Ger- 
many and Austria, it was learned 
here this week. 

Acting upon the information, the 
Manila Jewish Community immedi- 
ately took steps for the absorption 
of 100 Jewish families. The Com- 
munity will ask the Government 
to grant practice permits for 20 
Jewish doctors and 25 doctors’ as- 
sistants. Grants of land for pros- 
pective agricultural immigrants 
will also be asked. 

The immigrants will be selected 
by the HIAS-ICA, emigrant aid 
and colonization society, and the 
Hilfsverein der Juden in Deutsch- 
land, Jewish relief organization in 
Germany. They must be skilled 
laborers and are required to have 
260 pesetas each.

Patri, child phychologist, studied 
John. One day suggested the boy 
might be a good actor. The idea 
was fascinating. John threw him- 
self heart and soul into the school’s 
dramatic course. Exhausted its 
possibilities. Wrote Jacob Ben-Ami 
for advice. A reply recommended 
the Hecksher Foundation. Small 
earnings from newspaper vending, 
a loan from Patri, and a maneuver 
that obtained a scholarship, put 
Phim through the Foundation.

So outstanding was his talent, they 
placed him with the Muni company 
in New York. Smooth sailing from 
then on. Four years with the 
Group Theatre contributed more to 
his dramatic development than 
anything previous. Featured parts 
followed one after the other. Movie- 
town beckoned with gold-tipped 
finger. He refused. “He wasn’t 
ready.” 

“You reached the top as the 
lead in ‘Having a Wonderful 
Time,’” we ventured. “No, not 
at all,” he demurred, “the top 
for me is still a long way off.” 
And that’s the keynote to John 
Garfield. 


Cinemacting he finds no different 
from that of the stage, but it re- 
quires much .more concentration.

Pittsburgh Group Should Avoid Mistakes Of Arex Bodies 


ITH the new Pittsburgh. Peace group now 

to be a definite experiment for unity and 
security in American Jewish life, deliberate steps 
should be taken to avoid the mistake of the 
Anti-Defamation League which made possible 
the growth and need of the American Jewish 
Congress. 

No one, not even the heads of the lodges in 
B’nai B’rith, knew what the Anti-Defamation 
League was accomplishing specifically for the 
security of Jews in the United States. It is 
axiomatic then that Jews outside of the league 
knew neither of the protection afforded by this 
arm of B’nai B’rith nor of the league itself. 
Richard Gutstadt and his inflexible policy of no 
publicity, even in the most innocent cases, made 
the league, naturally one of the most beneficent 
accomplishments in B’nai B’rith, a nonenity so 
far as American Jews were concerned. 

The American Jewish Congress and its fledg- 
ling Economic Commission went right to the 
Jews of America through the Anglo-Jewish press 
and pamphlets. The B’nai B’rith was trying to 
tell an aroused Jewish public which saw anti- 
Semetic evidence all around it, that there was 
no such thing. The Congress Commission in a 
few short years outgrew in public significance 
the wide and firmly established league. And 
still, despite the growing discontent of lodge 
memberships, Gutstadt continues to rake off to 
them only crumbs in the speeches he continually 
makes everywhere. It is only now that some 
bare news of his organization is being made pub- 
lic to leading Jews through the same medium as 


that employed by the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. 

The Peace Group has started correctly and 
honestly with the people who have made its 
convening and conciliation possible and inevit- 
able. So far it has publicized its meetings 
properly. If it is to succeed, if: the Jews for 
whom it is supposed to be working are to have 
faith in their watchdog, then it must let them 
know what is going on. It must use the Anglo- 
Jewish Press to let American Jewry know that 
now it has a wide-awake, efficient leadership. 

Herbert Selligman was paid a handsome salary 
by the Joint Distribution Committee to secure 
publicity in the Anglo-Jewish Press. He did a 
very efficient job but the Anglo-Jewish Press 
was dirt under his feet. In many cases where 
there was no urgency, he gave stories to the 
daily press of the nation in mid-week when he 
knew that the Anglo-Jewish newspapers would 
not be in the hands of Jewish readers until 
Friday or Saturday. 

What the permanent policy of the Pittsburgh 
Peace Group will be has yet to be determined. 
But the leaders should realize the mistake of 
the Anti-Defamation League. Anglo-Jewish pa- 
pers are too strong now to be ignored. They 
are the medium through which the preponder- 
ant majority of American Jews get their Jewish 
news, and these readers are the supporters of 
national Jewish organization; it is they who 
have made possible the B’nai B’rith, the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee, the Congress or the 
Pittsburgh Peace Group.
